BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 1. The sum of six mllion dollars is
appropriated for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2008, fromthe general
fund to the office of financial managenent for expenditure into the
homel ess famlies services fund for the purpose of replenishing the
Washi ngton famlies fund to match private donati ons.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. This act is necessary for the imrediate
preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the
state governnent and its existing public institutions, and takes effect
i mredi atel y.
